Hotary Foundation Contributions 


Nive years ago 18 young men 
achieved a notable ‘‘ first in the edu 
cational field. They became Rotary 
Poundation Fellows, something no one 
had ever been before. One of them was 
Vatche Kalibian, of Jerusalem, Pales 
tine. He attended the University of 
Bristol, England. Another was Jack I 
Boyd, of Muvnticello, Arkansas He 
studied in Switzerland at the Univer 
sity of Geneva. Would you like to 
know where these Fellows and the 
others of that first group-—-are now” 
What they are doing”? 

A 44-page booklet entitied ‘‘Where 
Are They Now’?'’ gives this informa 
tion about these original Fellows and 
83 others who came after them dur 
ing the next seven years. The Fellows 
for 1955-56 and 1966.57-—-they number 
133-—are not included in this alpha 
betical directory, as they had not 
completed their Fellowship studies at 
the time this listing was compiled, and 
thus were yet to become alumni of the 
Rotary Foundation Fellowship pro 
yram 

Earlier similar listings have been 
made, but this is the first Rotary Fel 
lowships alumni directory in booklet 
form. Its contents include the name of 
each alumnus, his home town, the 
school he attended as a Rotary Fellow, 
his present occupation, and his current 
iddress. In addition to showing how 
the Fellowships help young men and 
women become better qualified in thet: 
vocations and as leaders in their com 
munities, the booklet has other use 
for Rotarians and the Fellows them 
selves 

Rotary Program Chairmen, for ex 
imple, are finding the publication help 
ful in obtaining Fellows a peakers 
By checking the directory, a Club 
often finds that a Fellowship alumnus 
is no farther away than the next town 
The Fellows, too, are using the booklet 
to keep in touch with each other, for 
their experience as Rotary Fellows has 
bound them together as friends and 

ipporters of Rotary's service ideal
